Flood Plain’ 
Zone Gets Nod 
Of City Board 


Menlo Park planning com- 
missioners Monday recom- 
mended approval of “flood 
plain” zoning for the vast area 
of Menlo Park north and east 
of the levees. 

The area is composed for salt 
water _ evaporation ponds, 
marsh, and the bay itself; the 
zone will limit permitted uses 
in the area to those activities 
that can’t be damaged by flood- 
ing. 

A representative of the Les- 
lie Salt Co., one of the major 
proprietors’ in the “flood 
plain” area, told commission- 
ers that he felt, the proposed 
zone would protect their in- 
terests. Other towners in the 
area have indicated similar ap- 
proval. 

Planning Commission Chair- 
man Art Stadler said he felt 
the zoning would be a safe- 
guard, protecting the area 
from possible inharmonious 
developments on small parcels. 

As, if and when the land is 
filled to a safe height above 
tide level, he said, it can be 
rezoned for some more com- 
patible use.

sity property just south of Sand 
Hill Road, adjacent to Menlo 
Park. ; 

Last year, Congress appro- 
priated $3,000,000 for prelim- 
inary engineering and design 
studies, a major part of which 
is being expended by Stanford 
for further research and de- 
velopment of accelerator com- 
ponents. 


A subcontract for architect- 
engineer-management services 
for the first phase of the work 
has been inveffect® since’ early 
1961 with Aetron-Blume Atkin- 
son, composed of John -A. 
Blume and Associates, San 
Francisco; Aetron, a division 
of Aerojet General Corporation 
of Covina and Guy F. Atkinson 
Co., South San Francisco. 

Mohr transferred from the 
war department to the com- 
mission’s office in Los Alamos, 
New Mexico, in 1947 and since 
that time has held positions of 
increasing responsibility in the 
field and in headquarters.

We Should Face Up 
To.the Menace 


It’s about time somebody got serious about this free- 
way —a monster which has raised: its head in the commu- 
nity’s midst without the bidding of anybody. 


It's about time the monster be recognized as a totally 
impersonal, unthinking organism, generated in the bureau- 
cratis sanctuaries of Sacramento and nurtured on the huge 
returns of the gas tax fund. 


It’s about time, too, that we gave the powers that be,

in the state capital, credit for being normal businessmen. 


Any normal businessman knows, for instance, that his 
pay goes up as his responsibility increases and as the 
amount of expenditure he supervises grows. Thus it is only 
natural that any free-way-builder would call for a struc- 
ture as expensive as possible and as soon in need of replace- 
ment for supplement as possible; it’s the way to what 
Kipling used to describe as “rating and pay.” Those who 
doubt that this has been going on need but to look at the 
freeway structures. in nearby metropolises — glutted with

Our Reactions in Face of Menace 
- ; A 
Didn't Provide a Good Defense 
We'd better examine the reactions of Menlo Park and 
its citizens, too, when the 17 freeway proposals first were 
made, earlier this year. 


Granted, the first reaction was emotional, when it was 
announced that the state had in mind an eight-lane limited- 
access speedway, rather than the neat little expressway 
local officials had sought, when they signed Willow Road 
into the state highway system. 

Grant also that the only reason the diviiosn of highways 
went to the trouble of thinking up 17 alternate schemes 
was to “divide and conquer.” 

With these two factors at work, the scheme succeeded 
admirably. 

Residents along the proposed Route A — the one now 
recommended to the highway commission by its engineer — 
got out and passed petitions, made studies, surveyed various 
costs, and made a very presentable show to the effect that 
another route would be better. 

In so doing, they were willing to sell residents of an- 
other part of town — those who lived along the then-pro- 
posed Route E — down the river. 

The result was seen at meeting of the city council and 
at a hearing conducted locally by the Division of High- 
ways. There was no unity. 

The city council was a little tardy in getting together 
its recommendation, and the community itself never got 
together for a united presentation or any argument that a 
route that didn’t cut Menlo Park into pieces should even be 
considered. 

There ought to be a lesson in this, somewhere. 

Argument among beset defenders in the face of a com- 
mon threat has been hazardous at best, since prehistoric 
times. It’s democratic as all get out, but it doesn’t remove 
the menace.

There May Still Be Time 
To Get Some Concessions 


Meantime, it’s time somebody hit the books. 

There are still legal appeals; there are the normal pro- 
cedures of bargaining. Many cities have succeeded in get- 
ting some concessions from the Division of Highways. 
Adopting a “God’s Will Be Done” atttiude and lettmg the 
undoubtedly objective people in Sacramento make all the 
decisions is hardly what’s called for. 

It may already be too late for a “united front” on the 
part of all citizens and leaders of the city government to 
do much good, as such. Then again, it may not. 

All possible avenues of escape should be explored, 
before we throw in the towel and allow the monster, sprung 
full-grown from the fulsome brains of the spenders in 
Sacramento, to settle here permanently. 

And since we're talking money — the one kind of talk 
which seemingly draws respect in most audiences — it 
might be well to observe that besides taking a good chunk 
of the city’s tax base an east-west freeway through town 
would create problems of administration and service to 
many parts of town. 

Thus, on the local level, an inevitable result of the 
eigth-lane installation would be a reduction in the quality 

of services available, and the revenue with which to do it.

Politics Gets Interesting 


Things are pretty murky on 
the political scene, but in the 
months between now and the 
1962 elections it’s expected lo- 
cal residents will become more 
interested in politics and a re- 
view of where things stand at 
the present time might not be 
amiss. 

On the county level, it would 
seem, the Republicans have at 
least as much reason to be split 
up as the Democrats have ever 
had — thus they can say, “me, 
too” when the famous Will Ro- 
gers remark is recalled: 

“I am the member of no or- 
ganized political party. I am a 
Democrat.” 

On the other hand, the Re- 
publicang have the incumben- 
cies in both the state senate 
and state assembly and, to date, 
we've heard of no Democratic 
challengers. 

The Republicans, however, 
seem to have a lot of things 
going that can work to their 
own disadvantage. Not all of 
these factors are the result 
of negative thinking, either. 

For one thing, State Senator 
Richard Dolwig of Atherton 
has announced he’s going af- 
ter the job of State Attorney 
General Stanley Mosk. 

This leaves a gap in the ranks 
behind the well-liked and effec- 
tive senator, and both the Re- 
publicans and Democrats 
might well see fit to put up top 

candidates for that job. 

Meanwhile, Assemblyman 
Carl A. Britschgi of Redwood 
City, who voted in favor of a 
Democratic -sponsored _ redis- 
tricting scheme for the state, 
has been under fire from the 
state GOP central committee 
for doing so and his fellow Re- 
publican in the north county,

Louis Francis, is rightly cry- 
ing that he’s been gerryman- 
dered out of a large percent- 
age of the Republican votes he 
previously held. 

The county’s Democrats, 
seeing that Britschgi got a 
lot of Francis’ strong Hills- 
borough GOP bastion in the 
trading in Sacramento, might 
well be rubbing their hands 
in delight and planning to 
put up a strong candidate in 
the north. 


If they do — and succeed in 
getting him elected — it'll 
mean the first Democrat from 
San Mateo county in the As- 
sembiy for many years. 

Britschgi defends himself 
against the accusations of ‘“be- 
trayal” by pointing out that 
the Democratic majority in the 
state legislature could have re- 
districted the state in any man- 
ner they wanted to. 

And he reminds critics of the 
redistricting system that the 
Republicans themselves were 
pretty well guided by political 
expediency when they control- 
led the legislature and the re- 
districting of the state which 
took place in 1951. 

Also, he said the contact 
he and other “regenade” Re- 
publicans had with the Dem- 
ocras doing the redistricting 
paid eff in the “saving” of 
some southern California as- 
sembly districts for the GOP. 

Britschgi didn’t help Fran- 
cis, though. The redistricting 
was so arranged that even 
Franens’ home is now in Brit- 
schgi’s district, which means 
Francis will have to rent an 
apartment in the district he 
will be running in, if he wants 
to continue the fight in the 
north county. 

If he doesn’t want to do that 
but wants to remain a candi- 
date for the assembly, he can 
run against Britschgi in the 
primary. 

County Republican leaders 
haven’t said which of these 
they prefer but it’s been hint- 
ed in Sacramento that “party 
funds” will be withheld from 
Britschgi’s campaign chest be- 
cause he voted with the Demo- 
erats on the redistricting. 

Britschgi says this is a pret- 


ty moot opint, because his dis- 
trict always pays more into 
the party war chest than most, 
and he therefore has his own 
campaign funds raised on a lo- 
cal level. 

But what happens if Britsch- 
gi decides to run for Dolwig’s 
Senate job? What happens if 
Dolwig gets the attorney gen- 
eral job, and Britshcgi moves 
into the Senate? 

Somewhere in all this, 
there ought to be some races 
shaping up, and so far nei- 

ther county Republican or 
Democratic central organiza- 
tions have said much about 
who they’re going to run for 
what office. 

Meanwhile, the 
drives have opened. 

The Democrats have _ an- 
nounced their “Dollars, , for 
Democras”’ campaign, and the 
Republicans might soon be ex- 
pected to start hitting the rank 
and file for contributions, too. 

Being a locally orientated, 
nonpartisan weekly, this news- 
paper probably won't carry 
blow-by-blow accounts of what 
goes on in the councils of the 
two parties between now and 
the primaries. 

But keep track of it. It’s go- 
ing to be interesting.

In the Works

County Manager E. R. Stall- 
ings has done an about face 
and now recommends to the 
board of supervisors that the 
county condemn some 70 acres 
of the San. Carlos, Airport 
property wrich would mean 
that thé county would have 
three airfields under its com- 
mand. 

All indications point to ac- 
ceptance of this tecommend- 
ation although there is some 
reluctance athong board 
members to go along. 

The pressure for the county 
to purchase the field has grown 
steadily since Stallings recom- 
mended against a purchase 
when it became known the air- 
port operators were facing 
bankruptcy court. 

Almost continiuotis studies 
and discussions with top cown- 
ty. leaders brought dbout the 
change in heart. First and 
foremost the county wants to 
maintain the airport. Federal 
officials agree that the fteld is 
one of the most necessary small 
plane fields in the Bay area, 
which indicates federal appro- 
priations may not be too hard 
to get. 

The field, despite past diffi- 
culties, looms as an operation 
that will. pay off without. diffi- 
culty. ._The County Develop- 
mefit Association, the Govern- 
meht Research Council and 
other . important groups have 
heartily endorsed the purchase. 

Exact financial details
